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Lincoln  And  His  Family 


A  great  many  inquiries  have  been  received  by  the 
Foundation  concerning  Lincoln  engravings  and  litho- 
graphs in  general,  and  "Lincoln  and  his  family"  in  par- 
ticular. Most  of  the  queries  pertain  to  quantity  published 
and  present-day  values.  Both  questions  are  difficult 
to  answer  as  there  are  few  print  publishers'  records; 
furthermore,  there  is  no  standard  of  value  and  no 
market. 

Perhaps  the  best  print  of  all  the  "Lincoln  and  his 
family"  groups,  and  there  must  be  at  least  a  dozen 
different  studies,  is  the  engraving  by  William  Sartain 
from  the  painting  by  S.  B.  Waugh.  This  engraving  was 
copyrighted  in  1866  by  Bradley  &  Company  in  the 
District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern 
District  of  Pennsylvania.  The  address  of  the  copyright 
owner  was  66  N.  Fourth  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 


In  the  Lincoln  Library  of  the  Foundation  is  to  be 
found  a  four-page  circular  advertising  for  sale  two  en- 
gravings, one  entitled  "Washington  and  his  family"  and 
the  other,  "Lincoln  and  his  family."  Both  engravings 
were  made  by  William  Sartain.  The  engraving  of  "Wash- 
ington and  his  family"  was  made  from  Schussele's 
famous  painting. 

The  advertising  circular  bears  the  following  informa- 
tion concerning  the   Lincoln   engraving: 

"Soon  after  the  death  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  Waugh, 
our  celebrated  American  Artist,  executed  a  National 
Painting  of  Lincoln  and  his  Family.  The  Artist  painted 
Mrs.  Lincoln,  Robert  and  Thaddeus,  better  known  as 
'Tad,'  from  life.  The  work  is  considered,  by  all  who 
have  seen  it,  a  great  triumph  of  art. 

"It  represents  the  family  in  a  private  parlor  in  the 
White    House,   a    short   time   before   the    assassination. 


This  engraving,  bearing  the  title  LINCOLN  AND  HIS  FAMILY,  was  published  in  1866  by  Bradley  &  Co.,  66  North 
Fourth  Street,  Philadelphia.  No  information  is  available  in  the  Foundation  files  as  to  the  quantity  published. 


LINCOLN    LORE 


The  President  and  Mrs.  Lincoln  are  seated  at  a  table, 
back  of  which  is  Captain  Robert  Lincoln,  standing  in  a 
manly  and  pleasing  attitude.  Little  'Tad,'  the  idol  of 
his  Father  and  the  pet  of  the  White  House,  sits  upon 
an  ottoman  at  his  Father's  side,  leaning  against  him, 
and  looking  up  with  a  happy,  winning  expression  which 
draws  all  true  hearts  in  sympathy  toward  him.  Upon 
the  wall,  in  the  background,  hangs  a  portrait  of  Willie, 
who  died  during  Mr.  Lincoln's  first  Presidential  term. 

"On  the  table  is  a  vase  of  flowers  —  embracing  the

great  vase  of  the  UNION. 

"In  the  room  are  many  other  pleasing  ornaments  of 
use  and  taste;  among  which  is  a  very  superior  bust 
of  Washington. 

"A  rich  flood  of  light  falls  over  the  picture  from  the 
partially  curtained  window,  lighting  up  the  room  with 
extraordinary  brilliancy  and  effect,  while  through  the 
window  is  seen,  in  the  distance,  the  dome  of  the  Capitol. 

"The  grouping  is  graceful  and  harmonious.  The  Presi- 
dent is  in  earnest  conversation  in  regard  to  the  future 
of  our  country.  One  hand  rests  with  paternal  affection 
upon  'Tad,'  while  the  other  is  raised  to  give  emphasis 
to  the  patriotic  enthusiasm  of  the  moment:  a  sublime 
conception  of  the  Artist,  eloquently  exemplifying  two 
prominent  characteristics  of  our  martyred  President,  — 
love  of  home  and  devotion  to  country.  The  Artist  has, 
with  happy  effect,  thrown  into  his  countenance  that 
life  and  animation  which  he  was  accustomed  to  display 
in    cheerful   and   animated    conversation. 

"For  a  number  of  months,  Mr.  Wm.  Sartain,  with  an 
able  corps  of  assistants,  was  actively  engaged  in  copy- 
ing and  engraving  from  this  superb  Painting.  It  is  now 
completed  and  is  in  every  respect  a  companion  piece 
for  his  "Washington  and  his  Family,"  from  Schussele's 
design,  acknowledged  to  be  the  only  correct  and  desirable 
representation  of  that  family  published.

The  sale  of  Sar- 
tain's  'Washington  and  his  Family,'  translated  from 
Schussele's  matchless  design,  is  highly  satisfactory;  yet, 
'Lincoln  and  his  Family,'  in  point  of  salability  exceeds  it 
as  much  as  the  Lives  and  Portraits  of  Lincoln  have  ex- 
ceeded, in  that  respect,  those  of  Washington. 

"Abraham  Lincoln,  the  great  Emancipator  and  Martyr 
to  the  cause  of  Freedom  and  humanity,  has,  without  a

100  Scarce  Lincoln  Books 

Editor's  Note:  Forty  years  ago  an  issue  of  Lincoln  Lore  (Number 
79,  October  13,  1930)  bore  the  above  title.  Now  in  1970  we  re-publish 
the  identical  number  (ninety-nine,  actually)  because  the  titles  are 
even  more  rare  today,  and  quite  a  bit  more  expensive  (if  a  collector 
should  happen  to  find  one  of  the  publications  for  sale).  Of  course, 
the  total  number  of  Lincoln  books  and  pamphlets  has  probably 
doubled  in  the  last  forty  years,  and  new  rarities  exist  (some  dis- 
covered and  some  created)  that  do  not  appear  in  the  above-mentioned 
list. 

Some  of  the  publications  listed  are  to  be  found  in  the  Lincoln 
Library  of  the  Lincoln  National  Life  Foundaton  ;  in  fact,  not  too 
many  months  ago  a  title  in  this  list  was  acquired  which  was  new  to 
our  collection. 

Dr.  Louis  A.  Warren,  the  editor  of  Lin-oln  Lore  in  1930,  explained 
in  the  following  introduction   how  he  compiled  the  list : 

R.G.M. 

"More  than  three  thousand  books  about  Abraham  Lin- 
coln have  been  published.  Most  of  these  titles  are  out  of 
print,  many  of  them  are  difficult  to  obtain  and  at  least 
one  hundred  are  seldom  listed  in  rare  book  catalogues. 

"On  June  23,  1908  the  Lincoln  collectors  known  as  the 
'Big  Five,'  including  Fish,  Lambert,  McLellan,  Oakleaf 
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and    Stewart,   all   now   deceased,    published    a    combined 
list  of  Lincoln  titles  which  one,  or  more  of  them  lacked. 

"In  this  combined  want  list  there  were  thirty-seven 
titles  which  no  one  of  the  five  collectors  had  been  able 
to  secure  and  about  one  hundred  others  which  but  one  of 
the  group  possessed.  Individual  want  lists  were  published 
later  which  allowed  the  editor  of  Lincoln  Lore  to  compile 
what  seems  to  be  one  hundred  of  the  rarest  volumes  in 
the  Lincoln  bibliography  by  Fish."
